Farmers Asked To Donate Grain 

Red Cross Launches New 
Appeal to Reach Objective 


With the 1951 provincial annual 
Red Cross campaign some $40,000 
below quote, the Alberta Division 
is launching a new appeal this 
week in an effort to make up the 
ditference. Farmers throughout 
Alberta are being asked to give- 
grain when making their deliver¬ 
ies this harvest. 

The national quota for Alberto 
this year was $300,000, with an ex¬ 
tra $100,000 for the new Alberta 
lied Cross Crippled Children's hos¬ 
pital. While the province has 
reached the 'national quota, there 
is still a deficit of $40,000 in the 
hospital quota. 

Heavy snows prevented canvas¬ 
sing the rural areas during the 
past March campaign with] the re¬ 
sult that many regular subscrib¬ 
ers to Red Cross were unable to 
make their regular contributions. 
Red Cross officials are sponsoring 
the ’ present appeal as simple 
means of allowing everyone to 
help in the work of the Alberta 
Red Cross Crippled Children’s hos¬ 
pital, which has treated more than 
8000 children since this Red Cross 
work was undertaken in 1922. 

The hospital is for children from 
all over Alberta, the North West. 
Territories and Peace River areas. 

All grain companies in Alberta 
are enthusiastically endorsing the 
appeal, and have assisted in work¬ 
ing out the details. With the per¬ 
mission of the Canadian Wheat 
Hoard, farmers, on making deliv¬ 
eries may have a cash ticket for 
their donation made out to the Al¬ 
berta Red Cross Society. Although 
the Red Cross asked that farmers 
be allowed to make their Red 
Cross donations ovbr quota, the 
Canadian Wheat Board was un¬ 
able to grant this concession. 

Mr. Roy Marler, president o 
the Alberta Federation of Agricul¬ 
ture, presented the first 10 bush¬ 
els of grain to Lietutenant-Gover- 
nor J. J. Bowlen, patron of Alber¬ 
ta Red Cross, on Sept. 4, to offic¬ 
ially open the appeal. 

It is expected that many farm¬ 
ers will welcome th opportunity of 
answering the appeal slogan to 
“Give a happy ending to the story 
of a crippled child.” 


Hunting Prospects 
Are Excellent 

The outlook for duck hunting is 
"excellent” this year, according to 
the Game Branch of Lhe-sDepart¬ 
ment of Lands and Forest^. 

Surveys conducted jointly Iby thv 
United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service, Canadian Wildlife Ser¬ 
vice and the Alberta Game Branch 
indicate a sharp increase over last 
year's waterfowl population. 

The survey estimates a 38.7 per 
cent increase of waterfowl in the 
prairie area, and 77.9 percent in¬ 
crease in the parkland area. The 
whole Province shows a 61.5 per 
cent general increase over 1950. 

A total loss in first nesting was 
reported in the area from Olds to 
the International Border and from 
Brooks to the Rockies following 
heavy snow storms. However, a 
survey made during the summer 
indicates that two-thirds of the 
area is re-nesting. Had there been 
no re-nesting, the Province would 
have suffered a 13 percent loss in 
waterfowl population. 

. Heavy rains during the spring, 
plus regular rains during late 
spring and summer is credited for 
the large increase in the number 
of ducks and geese. This year is 
the first time since 1948 there has 
been no serious drought condition 
in the Province. Small pot-holes 
which usually dry up <n the sum¬ 
mer have remained full, cutting 
down considerably on waterfowl 
losses.

Transport Control 
Head Appointed 

In a move to avert a complete 
tie-up in the movement'of west¬ 
ern Canada's anticipated bumper 
crop the federal government has 
appointed Roy W. Milner, well 
known grain official and member 
of the board of grain commission¬ 
ers, as transport controller for 
Canada. W. J. Fihser, traffic chief 
for the maritime commission, has 
been named his deputy. It is un¬ 
derstood that they will be given 
power to control the loading and 
movement of vessels on the Great 
Lakes and boxcars across the 
country. 

The biggest problem facing the 
controller will be the allocation on 
the Great Lakes of vessels which 
are inadequate to meet present 
needs. The diversion of more ves¬ 
sels into grain shipping would sim-

Alberta oil may save Canada as 
much as $150,000,000 in U.S. funds 
next year, it has been estimated 
in Washington. That would be 
half of the cost of the Dominion's 
total imports of petroleum pro¬ 
ducts last year. 

The estimate was made authori¬ 
tatively ty a Washington publica¬ 
tion the U.S. News and World Re¬ 
port which recently sent a repre¬ 
sentative to tour the expanding 
oil fields. 

His report said that "a new mile¬ 
post has been reached in the West¬ 
ern Canadian oil boom,” and fore¬ 
east "stiff competition for Ameri¬ 
can oil companies which long have 
liad a major snare” of markets in 
Ontario and easiei n Canada. 

"Canada last year imported $300, 
000,000 worth ot oil produc’s," it 
act led, ‘ mainly t om the U.S. and 
Venezuela. Wid-r use ot Albeita 
oil will sharply c ut down this tre¬ 
mendous drain on Canada's dollar 
resources. Estimates are that this 
oil bill will be cut in haif next 
year." 

The report said thal Alberta oil, 
already meeting requirements of 
t lie prairie provinces, now is look¬ 
ing for “new fields to conquer.” 

” It moves from Alberta- fields 
to the Great Lakes by the pipe 
iine completed last year, is refin¬ 
ed at Sarnia. Onl., and is being 
distributed as far east as Toronto” 
the report continued. 

"Price of this oil is cut to un¬ 
dersell Texas lils in Ontario. Al¬ 
berta production is being stepped 
up to meet the new demands. 

“Canadian oil production as a 
whole will probably rise '_5 or 30 
percent this year over last. It is

Motorists Should 
Have Cars Tested 

All Alberta motorists, particul¬ 
arly those living in the cities, are 
advised to have their cars put 
through the. government sponsor¬ 
ed safety test now, declares the 
provincial secretary’s department 
in the Aug. 15 issue of * Within 
Our Borders," official govern¬ 
ment news magazine. 

Great interest in the testing 
campaign has been shown by the 
rural population of Alberta, who 
are having their cars tested now 
so that they will have transpor¬ 
tation in the fall when it Is need¬ 
ed. To avoid possible future in¬ 
convenience, urbanites should do 
1‘kewise. 

Although no deadline or final 
date when all vehicles must be 
inspected has been set, due to 
difficulties in launching the pro¬ 
gram, officials say a date will be 
set in the fall. To avoid a last min¬ 
ute rush w hich would exceed test¬ 
ing stations' capacities, motorists 
should have their vehicles tested 
now. 

It is pointed out that the test 
takes an average of only 20 min¬ 
utes, if the car is in perfect con¬ 
dition and needs no work by a cer¬ 
tified mechanic. But even so, a last 
minute rush would result in a de¬ 
lay for many cars. 

Each car passing the test with 
flying colors, meaning that it is 
completely road-worthy, is mark¬ 
ed with a y.-llow windshield slick¬ 
er with that information contain¬ 
ed thereon. Later, ail cars found 
o)>erating on highways without 
slickers will be impounded.

The kind of weather farmers 
have been waiting for the pnst 
month made a belated appearance 
on Wednesday of this week 
cloudless skies and warm sun fin¬ 
ally bringing to an end a two- 
weeks period of intermittent rain 
and cool cloudy weather. Six 
weeks of good harvest weather is 
the need now, and with crops a 
good two weeks late as the result 
of heavy July and August rains 
and cold, dump weather the big¬ 
gest worry Hi the moment is frost 
- which at this stage could do un¬ 
told damage to the heavy cron. 

Fields are wet and soggy and 
swathing in this district will not 
lie general until the end of th«- 
week or later, although some far¬ 
mers expected to be able to start 
on Thursday of this week. Crops 
which were hailed are making a 
good comeback but will be very 
late. 

Swathing of coarse grains and 
early sown wheat will be general 
in the next few days and some ex¬ 
ceptionally good yields are antici¬ 
pated, particularly in the east dis¬ 
trict, although lodging of crops 
has presented another harvest dif¬ 
ficulty. 

Reports reaching the Advocate 
office indicate that some sprout¬ 
ing of swathed grain, particularly 
barley, has occurred. Damage and 
loss of grades from this cause is 
expected to be limited, however, 
as relatively little grain was in 
the swath before the August rains.

Precipitation records kept by 
Lrrett King of Vulcan show that 
1951 will likely be one of the wet¬ 
test years on recoitl here. 

In January, February and March 
Mr. King recorded 1.94 inches of 
moisture from snow, but he points 
out that this figure is probably 
low, as he has not the proper 
equipment for measuring snowfall. 

In April, May and June precipi¬ 
tation totalled 8.90 inches, in July 
2.32 inches in August 5.51 inches 
and to date in September .49 of an 
inch, for a total of 19.16 irtches 
this year.

HOW BIO BY 3000? 

The other day Prime Minister 
St. Laurent predicted ■ that our 
population would be 35 million be¬ 
fore the end of the century. A 
group of prominent Canadians 
were asked what they thought. 
Most replies agreed. Bui, it was 
added, we'll have to work to got 
tile population. Many replies stress 
the need for a sustained, intelli¬ 
gent and aggressive immigration 
policy. 

Few of the respondents see any 
difficulties ahead in absorbing new 
population. Housing and education 
needs are stress'd by one; another 
sees the progress of industrializa¬ 
tion in Canada as a determining 
factor. Several think the Prime 
Minister's prediction erred on the 
conservative side and see 50 mil¬ 
lion as nearer the likely end-of- 
centiiry population figure. 

Where will the new population 
go? Alberta and British Columbia 
get the overwhelming vote; On¬ 
tario and Quebec are also regard- 
id as sure bets for new population 
A few see opportunities expand¬ 
ing in the north to attract new 
population. 


Relative Business 
Stability Now 
Prevails in U.S. 

The chief characteristic of busi¬ 
ness throughout the United States 
in the first six monhs of 1951 has 
been its relative stability at the 
high rcuehed in the first quarter. 
Reductions in consumer buying 
and in residential construction 
have been offset by rising govern¬ 
mental procurement and increas¬ 
ing industrial and commercial 
construction. A large part of pro¬ 
duction has found its way into in¬ 
ventory. some for expanding mil¬ 
itary production and some reflect¬ 
ing the effects of the slackenid 
pace of purchases on the part of 
distributors and consumers. 

The slowing down in retail sales 
developed at a time when ship¬ 
ments to retaileis from manufac¬ 
turers were continuing at a high 
rate—indeed beyond what some re¬ 
tailers expected to receive when 
the orders were placed. 

l’he 'government's military pro¬ 
gram is responsible for the main 
expansionary force which is Ink¬ 
ing an increasing share of the to¬ 
tal national output. Total obliga¬ 
tions so far this year have aver¬ 
aged over $5' billion a month, with 
current expenditures approximat¬ 
ely half of that rale and increas¬ 
ing steadily. 

Prices on the average have 
shown little change with certain 
commodities—mostly raw mater¬ 
ials—declining from their post- 
Korean highs. Specific price con¬ 
trol orders are gradually coming 
into effect to replace the earlier 
freeae, and generally speaking, 
these have determined the quota¬ 
tions on most labricated goods. Re¬ 
tail prices of food remain at th<4r 
high peak, but reductions have 
been made in some general mer¬ 
chandize'lines to stimulate sales. 


Welder Apprentice 
Training Postponed 

A decision on the Apprenticeship 
Board of Alberta assisting the 
training of welding apprentices 
has been postponed until February 
due to an insufficiently represen¬ 
tative opinion on the suhject by 
Alberta Weld< rs. 

The Apprenticeship Board is 
considering placing the welding 


trade under th terms of the Ap¬ 
prenticeship Act, which would en¬ 
able welding apprentices to re¬ 
ceive government financial assis¬ 
tance as well as training at the 
Institute of Technoogy and Art, 
Calgary. 

Public hearings on the plan 
were held recently throughout the 
Province but only three percent of 
■Alberta welders attended these 
meetings. 

The majority of those attending 
cuch hearing endorsed designating 
tlie trade under the Apprentici*- 
sliip Act but Edmonton welde-s 
were the only ones to show unani¬ 
mous approval.

Dangers of Dynamite 


One of the many routine jobs that has been going 
on at Ottawa for some time now is the review being 
made of our Combines Investigation Act. A special 
committee of the House of Commons has been looking 
into the act to see where it could be improved. There 
seems to be just cause for this careful appraisal, for 
any legislative vehicle that calls for investigation by 
public authorities must be scrutinized thoroughly and 
often to make sure it doesn’t tend to breed a gestapo- 
like thinking among investigators. 

Protection of the public, either against murder or 
damaging business practices, is a necessity of modem 
civilization, but there is the well-known human tend¬ 
ency for persons who are closely associated with mis¬ 
behaviour, people who spend all day every day study¬ 
ing it, to see imaginary signs of crime where none ac¬ 
tually exists. 

For example there is the complaint against the pre¬ 
sent Combines Act that, possibly because it was bor¬ 
rowed from our more politically dramatic cousins to 
the south, it allows the Combines Commission to draw 
up and publicize what might be a very damaging re¬ 
port on some company or industry before the victim 
(or violator) even knows about it and before any 
charges are laid in court. This is hardly in keeping 
with the generally understood principles of justice. 

A case that comes to mind, and in some respects it 
is even more dangerous a principle than this, is the 
recent news story from Ottawa carrying no indication 
of the source of the news, but hinting that the fine 
paper industry was being “investigated.” This infer¬ 
ence alone could be so damaging to an bonest business 
that the leader of one of the big papermakers unions 
has wired Justice Minister Garson warning him that 
such tactics may cause “unjustified damage” to the 
industry and threaten the jobs of thousands of Cana¬ 
dian workers. Moreover, he pointed out, this import¬ 
ant Canadian industry is on the verge of a large scale 
expansion which would provide even more jobs for 
Canadians and careless talk might cause permanent 
harm not only to the companies themselves but to 
working men and the many communities which de¬ 
pend upon these big mills. 

With this as a clear cut example, perhaps our legal 
authorities at Ottawa will be able to see their way 
clear to amending or rewriting an act which, though 
intended to protect the public, has some boomerang 
qualities. —C.W.N.A.

What About Your Straw 

’(’he heavy growth of straw in 
Alberta crops this fall will mean 
long heavy swaths, short stubble, 
and thick sraw cover—but don’t 
let that frighten you into burning 
this valuable fibre and plant food. 
C. A. Cheshire, Extension Agricul¬ 
tural Engirteer, Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, suggests that 
before you start combining you 
give some thought to how best 
you can have this straw to con¬ 
serve your'soil. 

There are several alternatives, 
says Mr. Cheshire, but here are 
three of them. First, a good straw 
spreader in conjunction with sharp 
well adjusted disc equipment will 
handle almost any amount of 
straw we are likely to ecnounler. 
Th second possibility is to use a 
straw cutter on the combine. This 
attachment, which chops the straw 
into lengths of 8 inches or less, 
enables almost any type of tilling 
equipment to be used on the field.

Don't Waste Valuable 
Garden Refuse 


Rather than burn your garden 
refuse why not start a compost 
heap, suggests P. D. McCalla, Su¬ 
pervisor of Horticulture, Alberta 
Department of Agriculture. The 
vegetation often removed and dis¬ 
carded will serve a much better 
purpose if proprly matured and 
returned to the soil. The rank 
growth in many Alberta gardens 
this fall will supply ample mater¬ 
ial, and the return of the compost 
to the land will tinrieh the soil at 
little cosf. 

The compost heap is usually ob¬ 
long, not over 6 feet wide, as long 
as desired, and conveniently high 
— rarely over 5 feet. For the basic 
layer 4 to 6 inches of inverted 
sods, straw or other coarse mater¬ 
ial is suitable. On this first layer, 
spread a 3 01 4 inch layer of man- 
nure. To this add a layer of lawn 
clippings, leaves or other vegetable 
refuse and continue to alternate 
the layers of manure and plant 
material. In town and city gard¬ 
ens where manure is not readi'y 
available, fallen leaves, lawn clip¬ 
pings. pea vines, etc. if sprinkled 
with lime or fertiliser and kept 
moist will give a valuable supply 
of compost. Do not pul diseased 
plant material into the compost 
pile. 

As the pile is built, the top 
should be kept flat or concave s>> 
I hat it will collect rather than 
shed rain. 1 he pile should be kept 
moist and turned occasionally U» 
hasten uniform decomposition.

Special Notice to Employers 

AND -7- 

Those Enlisting in Armed Forces 

By The Veterans Benefit Act, 1951, passed at the last session of 
Parliament, the Government of Canada has extended and made 
applicable the provisions of the Reinstatement in Civil Employment 
Act, 1946, to all persons enlisting in the Regular Forces of Canada 
after July 5, 1950, (nineteen fifty) and who serve therein for a term 
not exceeding three years. 

This provision extends also to members of the Special Force who 
re-engage for service with the Regular Forces, the three-year coverage 
period beginning with the date of re-engagement. 

This provision extends also to members of the Reserve Forces who 
after July 5, 1950, are called out for service with the Regular Forces 
and serve with the Regular Forces for a period not exceeding three 
years. 

By an Order in Council passed in 1 950 under the Canada Forces 
Act the provisions of the Reinstatement in Civil Employment Act, 1 946, * 

were extended to members of the Special Force and members of the 
Reserve Forces who serve on the strength of the Special Force. The 
reinstatement provisions of this Order in Council have now been 
incorporated in the provisions of the Veterans Benefit Act, 1951. 


Under the Reinstatement in Civil Employment Act a 
discharged person may claim reinstatement either verbally 
Or in wiiting, usually within three months at discharge in 
Canada or four months if discharged overseas. There It 
provision for extension of this time when through a condition 
of health the employee cannot return to hit employment 
this toon, but the employer must be notified in three or four 
months, at the case may be, and a Reinstatement Officer 
should be consulted.
